For Future Pondering 
The end of food rationing in Britain on July 
» . after 14 y ears and 4 months has given our 
English-speaking allies a kind of Independence 
Day of their own this long holiday weekend 
But there is something about British food ra­ 
tioning, which first went into effect in January 
1940 and was clamped on tight by the follow­ 
ing summer when Germany tried its unsuccess­ 
ful blitz, that continues to be puzzling. 
British medical authorities contend that Brit­ 
ish health improved visibly and impressively 
Under austerity conditions that impressed vis­ 
iting Americans as something less than mini­ 
mum subsistence. 
This was a great help to governing officials, 
who were alway s being forced to rationalize 
orders whereby the British food supply w a s 
•tretched out further than any one had believed 
would be possible. At its wartime low point in 
the spring of 1941, the m eat ration was down to 
- the eq uivalent of 20 cents’ worth a week in 
a 
country where buy ing power is only a fraction 
Of American buy ing power. 
After the war was over, the meat ration went 
still lower — to 14 cents’ worth of red meat, 
plus less than four cents’ worth of corned beef. 
At one time or another during the war y ears 
and afterward, every thing edible was on the ra­ 
tion list. Americans would have starved on 
such a meager diet They took pity on their 
British friends by sending them packages of 
food. When they visited in Britain, they took 
along extra supples to eke out the subsistence 
diet of their hosts. Yet, medical authorities 
say the effects on the British were good, not 
bad. 
It is something to ponder the next time 
someone starts to talk about Americans who 
are underfed.

Alarm Over UN

French Deny Deal To Admit Red China As Member 


A Time Not To Fight 
Defense tactics in the vital rice delta of the 
Fed Riv^r in Indochina are being challenged 
by critics who charge the defenders are unwill­ 
ing to fight. 
There is no logic in fighting battles that al­ 
ready are lost. As far as French military plan­ 
ning in Indochina is concerned, one Dienbienphu 
is enough. 
, 
The military forces array ed against the gov­ 
ernment in Indochina have the advantage. The 
governments which are sponsoring them on the 
scene and in the time-marking negotiations at 
Geneva have the advantage. 
The military forces that tried to overthrow 
the republic of Korea also had the advantage; 
they had the initiative, and they had geog­ 
raphy in their favor. But they did not conq uer 
the republic of Korea. They were fought to a 
standstill. To make sure they do not try any ­ 
thing again, a q uarter of a million U.S. troops 
are being kept on a four-hour alert in south­ 
ern Korea. 
There is a time not to fight. This sometimes 
Is lost sight of during periods of preoccupation 
with decisions about fighting. There is a phil­ 
osophy about war as well as a tactical code. 
In the struggle to keep the Communist con­ 
spiracy from dominating all of Asia, there will 
be many occasions for falling back. The de­ 
fense tactics in the Red River delta may be 
one of these occasions. 
This is a war that may go on for a genera­ 
tion. 


Long before the end of the century , if turn­ 
pikes continue to be built at the present rate, 
a motorist can cross the United States in any 
direction on a superhighway . He will encounter 
no oncoming vehicles on divided traff c lanes. 
He will be bogged down in no city traffic con­ 
gestion. The time is within imagining distance 
when the first nonstop auto trip from New 
York to San Francisco will be made. 
N 
This will be made possible by the revival of 
the toll - road method of pay ing for construe - 
tion and upkeep of highway s. The bulk of the 
tolls will be derived from commercial vehicles. 
Their owners are the most enthusiastic users of 
existing turnpikes. They cannot afford to waste 
time, fuel and upkeep on free roads when 
more efficient toll roads more than pay for 
the cost of using them. Yet the commercial 
users already have paid for the use of the free 
roads. 
The original 160 - mile section of the Penn­ 
sy lvania Turnpike was opened to use in 1940. 
The turnpike era is less than 15 y ears old. 
By 1956, a motorist can expect to drive from 
New York to Chicago, or from Chicago to Flor­ 
ida on limited accesj roads. 
The prospect is something to think about 
when state authorities ask for special taxes to 
pay for public roads and when special interests 
—chiefly the truck industry — charge that such 
taxes are grossly unfair. 
What is the difference between pay ing spe­ 
cial taxes to build better public roads and pay ­ 
ing tolls for the use of limited access roads? 
Why is the camel swallowed so easily when 
the gnat is strained at so vociferously ? 


Uneasiness over what’s going on 
in. Indochina seems to be increas­ 
ing as suspicions are voiced here 
that may be there is a deal on be­ 
tween France and Red China con­ 
cerning the evacuation of certain 
areas in southeast Asia. 
Also rather vehement speeches 
have j us t been made by Sen. 
Knowland, majority leader, and by 
Sen. 
McCarran denouncing any 
idea of admission of Red China in­ 
to the U.N., which they suspect 
may be part of a deal involving 
French support for that step in ex­ 
change for better terms for France 
in Indochina. 
Both hy potheses are declared by 
French officials in Washington to 
be baseless. As one of them ex­ 
plained it, why would any French 
general withdraw his troops be­ 
fore an armistice is signed, espe­ 
cially when negotiations at Geneva 
between the military men and the 
diplomats have by no means been 
concluded? 
It was stated that obviously the 
withdrawal from certain parts of 
the rich delta irea by the French 
is a strategic retreat and means 
only that a narrower perimeter 
will be established that can be 
more readily defended hereafter. 


THE SITUATION is by no means 
stabilized. On the contrary , it pre­ 
sents possible complications for the 
United States and Great Britain. 
If the French find themselves un­ 
able to defend the area to which 
they have retreated and if they 
feel compelled later to accept ad­ 
verse terms in an armistice, the 
Paris government undoubtedly will 
once more ask for American and 
British military aid before resign­ 
ing itself to the acceptance of the 
Communst proposals. 
In other words, America a nd 
Britain may have to share in part 
and blame for the debacle. 
There is some dispute as to what 
really has happened in recent 
months between the United States 
and France with reference to offi­ 
cial discussion of military inter­ 
vention. 
The State Department’s version 
is that the French government nev­ 
er formally asked for aid and that 
the United States outlined the con­ 
ditions for such aid which, in ef- 
effect, called for an internationaliz­ 
ing of the war in Indochina and 
f or 
a vote of confirmation by t h e 
French Parliament as well as writ­ 
ten req uests by the governments 
involved that America came in. 
The French version is that no 
government can ask formally for 
aid or promise an action by parlia­ 
ment, that the meaning of t h e 


takably clear and that the condi­ 
tions set forth by the United States 
were unacceptable. 


SOME DAY when a “white pa­ 
per” is issued on the subject, it 
will be interesting to examine the 
documents on both sides and see 
what led to the misunderstandings. 
As for the ¿nilitary withdrawal, 
this, it is authoritatively declared 
by French spokesmen, was decid­ 
ed upon several weeks ago when 
Gen. Ely flew to Indochina on a 
special mission and that what’s 
happening now is a consummation 
of the program adopted by the 
Laniel - Bidault 
government 
in 
Paris in May . 
The issue of admission of Red 
China to the United Nations is not 
one that the French would raise, 
because they know how sensitive 
the American government is on 
that subject Rather it is suggested 
that revival of the discussion now 
is a result of the Churchill-Eisen- 
hower talks which some British 
newspapers have linked with the 
possibility of a change in the Wash­ 
ington government’s attitude. There 
is no change coming. 
Republicans as well as Demo­ 
crats 
in 
Congress 
are 
united 
against admission of Red China in­ 
to the U. N. If any government on 
the Allied side in Europe wants to 
press for admission for Red China 
and succeeds in persuading t h e 
Security Council to replace Nation­ 
alist China with Communist Chi­ 
na, the end result will be action 
by Congress withdrawing from fur­ 
ther participation by the United 
States in the U. N. 


EUROPEAN 
GOVERNMENTS 
which may be anxious to placate 
Red China might better consider 
whether it is worth while to swap 
a Communist membership for an 
American membership. 
Nothing could contribute more 
bitterness to a political controversy 
inside the United States — and it 
could affect appropriations for for­ 
eign aid and our policies in gen­ 
eral — than a decision by our al­ 
lies to take Red China to their 
bosoms notwithstanding the 140,000 
casualties in Korea and the per­ 
sistent refusal of the Communists 
to recede in the slightest from 
their course of aggression. 
It would indeed be the beginning 
of the end of such prestige as the 
U. N. retains in America. 
The best information available in 
Washington is that no government 
in Europe among our allies is se­ 
riously considering any such step 
at this time. It certainly can hard­ 
ly have any connection with what’s

The most important spokesm a n 
for the opposition from the west­ 
ern slope is John B. Barnard, an 
attorney practicing in Granby . 
His argument is based first up­ 
on the great potential oil and min­ 
eral developments on the Colorado 
and the future needs of that for 
water. 
He also points out that present 
and proposed diversions of water 
to the eastern slope would not only 
cripple such an industrial devel­ 
opment, but seriously impair if not 
destroy the rights of present irri­ 
gators to their share of the water 
of the Colorado basin. 
A clear perspective on his fig­ 
ures can only be secured by a re­ 
view of the manner in which the 
water of the Colorado has been 
allocated. 


MORE THAN 20 y ears ago, the 
Colorado River Compact divided 
the water between the lower basin 
states and the upper basin states. 
That compact provided that the 
upper basin states would deliver 
7 ,500,000 acre feet, annually to the 
lower basin and to Mexico. 
Then, in 1948, a pact among the 
upper basin states allocated the 
remainder among themselves. In 
that 
pact, 
Colorado 
was 
al­ 
lowed 3,100,000 a.f. 
Of that supply , 1,188, 000 a.f. are 
already in use in western Colorado 
by users including irrigators and 
others with firm legal rights. 
Of 
the 
remainder, 
diversions 
now operating a r e taking 37 7 ,- 
000 a.f. These are the Big Thomp­ 
son, the Denver, and the Colorado 
Springs diversions, plus a few 
minor ones. 
There also are according to Bar­ 
nard, 528,000 a.f. already commit­ 
ted to one purpose or another. 
That leaves only approximately 
1,000,000 a.f. 
The Fry ingpan project w o ul d 
take 84,000 a.f of that remainder.

Barnard estimates 
that under the Fry ingpan project 
the taxpay ers and power users 
would be giving the irrigators sub­ 
sidies of $1,7 30 an acre. 


FROM OTHER sources I have 
learned that land in that region 
raising the sort of crops contem­ 
plated would be worth somewhere 
between $150 and $200 an acre. 
Since the taxpay ers are now 
pay ing subsidies on food surplus­ 
es, it would hardly seem to their 
interest to subsidize in that fash­ 
ion the development of new land 
with new food that we cannot use. 
John B. Barnard has, it seems 
to me, struck a blow not only for 
his people on the western slope, 
but for every taxpay er in the na­ 
tion. It remains to be seen wheth­ 
er Congress will agree.

It can be definitely stated, however, 
that for a Yale man to sing ‘Fair Harvard” 
any where can knock 20 y ears off his life. 
The tobacco men of America are moved by 
y our report but await a verdict from Yale and 
Harvard. In ease of a tie they will play Duke 
University . In the meantime they are as alarm­ 
ed as any body over the possibility that the 
cigarette is harmful and will spend millions to 
make it safe. If they have a feeling the cig­ 
arette industry is being belted around too heavi­ 
ly , y ou will please try to understand it. 
To all researchers the frank answer of the 
tobacco industry is, "This thing is bigger than 
both of us.” And in that spirit the cigarette 
industry will co-operate to the fullest. AU it 
asks is a fair play .

Boom In Firearms 


By HAL BOYLE 


NEW YORK UR—There is a big 
boom now in old firearm s—and 
some rifles are literally worth their 
weight n gold. 
“ Firearm values have gone up 
fantastically,’» said John T. Amber 
of Chicago, editor of “The Gun 
Digest.’» 
“There are over 500,000 weapon 
collectors in America. The number 
has grown tremendously since the 
w ar.” 


AmbQj*, a form er reporter who 
became one of the nation’s top 
hunters and riflemen, has a collec­ 
tion himself of sQme 75 pistols and 
600 rifles. 
What rifle could be worth its 
weight in gold? It is a specially 
m arked 
Winchester 
1873 
model 
sometimes called “ the rifle that 
won the West.” 
“ Some 700,000 of these rifles 
were sold, and an ordinary one in 
average condition today brings only 
$25 to $50,” said Amber. “But the 
company put out about 150 shown 
by factory testing to be ex ception­ 
ally accurate, and m arked them on 
the barrel—‘one out of a thousand.’ 
‘Only about 35 of these rifles 
are known to have survived, and 
each 
is 
worth 
from 
$5,000 to 
$7,500.” 
One of the sorrows of Amber’s 
life as a collector is that he once 
had one of these rifles himself, 
but 15 years ago sold it for $75 
before its value and rarity were 
known. 
Bargains the beginning collector 
should beware of, he said, are “ the 
pair of pistols supposedly used in 
the Hamilton-Burr duel, and guns 
that once belonged to Jesse Jam es 
or Wild Bill Hickock. 
“ If all the guns supposed to have 
been owned by Jesse Jam es were 
genuine, he had an arsenal bigger 
than the entire U.S. cavalry.” 
Amber doubts the legendary tales 
of the shooting skill of some of 
the oldtime western gunfighters, 
such as Hickock and Billy the Kid. 
“ As a m atter of fact, they didn’t 
have to be a particularly good 
shot,” he said, “because their tar­ 
get w’as man-size, and usually not 
more than 15 to 20 feet away. 
“ I doubt if any of the oldtime 
gunmen could equal Ed McGivern, 
who used to be a peace officer in 
Montana. 
“ McGivern could toss dimes in 
the air, draw his gun and hit them

Mexico Flood 
Area Gets Aid 


Planes Shuttle Food 
To Stricken District 


EAGLE PASS, Tex . W! — Food, 
truckloads of it, was flown across 
the Rio Grande today to flood- 
wracked Piedras Negras, Mex ico, 
where at least 38 persons died In 
the river’s 
roaring waters this 
week. 
Official authority for taking the 
food into the misery-laden Mex ican 
town of 38,000 persons opposite 
here came yesterday. Earlier, heli­ 
copters had lifted food and clothing 
into the town on an unofficial basis, 
simply because the people needed 
i t 
Today the American Red Cross 
was using three light planes to help 
shuttle four truckloads of canned 
goods and 150,000 tortillas across 
the river. Tortillas are thin, round 
cornmeal “ cakes,” Mex ico’s bread. 
Meanwhile, up the river at Del 
Rio, Mex ican officials had crossed 
over from Ciudad Acuna to tell the 
U. S. Relief Committee that no 
more food was needed from the 
Tex as side of the river. 
The death toll at Piedras Negras 
still stood today at 38 known dead 
and 90 known missing. That made 
a total of 62 dead in the floods 
that swept 300 miles of the Rio

Today we will discuss the smash 
and the clear or lob shots. 
The smash or kill shot is the 
main point-winning stroke in bad­ 
minton. It must, of necessity, be 
hit from an ov erhead position. It 
ficwa rhw areikwe rhw v war oppor­ 
tunity of hitting the shuttle down­ 
ward at the top maximum speed 
ov er the net. 
The smash is essentially a power 
stroke and the full power of the 
body, arm and wrist is needed to 
get the shuttle down as fast as 
possible. Timing is a prime re­ 
quisite to produce the best result. 
You want speed, not brute force. 
Reach upward and forward to 
meet the shuttle at the highest 
possible point. Be sure the racket 
face meets the shuttle squarely, 
other wise the slicing effect will 
slow the speed of the smash. 
The clear or lob is a stroke which 
sends the shuttle high into the air 
abov e the opponent’s court. It can 
be played either underhand 
or 
ov erhead from any part of the 
court. It is purely a defensiv e shot 
and is used normally for gaining 
time to regain a good defensiv e 
position. 
Good length is the v ery essence 
of good clearing. A short clear 
giv es your opponent a smash set­ 
up. 
In addition’ to depth, height i* 
needed. The higher the shuttle goes 
up the longer time you hav e to 
recov er your position; the straigh- 
ter down it falls, the more difficul 
it is for your opponent to smash.

1954 Wheat Crop Expected 
To Be Better Than Average

COLUMBUS, Ohio 
— Wheat! 
shaped up to become a big topic , 
among Ohio farm ers nex t week 
with full scale harv esting about to 
get under way . 
Some wheat was beginning to 
mov e to storage spots and some 
concern was ex pressed in a few 
areas ov er adeq uate storage facil-j 
ties. 
Storage was a tough problem 
last y ear and the sam e trouble was 
feared in the nex t month as the 
grain heads toward 
the 
elev a­ 
tors. 
The official gov ernment wheat 
j 
forecast on June 1 was 4 4.700.000 
bushels for Ohio compared to 69 ,- 
15 6.000 bushels last y ear and the 
10-y ear av erage y ield of 4.616.000 
bushels. 
B. U. Kienholz, head of the Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Agriculture Eco­ 
nomics here, pointed out this y ear’s 
crop probably will be a better than 


av erage y ield, with a lower to ta l; 
probable because of less acreage 
planted this y ear.

It is these storage centers where 
the grain must be sent after tem­ 
porary local storage. 
Farm ers crowded into the ASC 
! offices here today , seeking m ar­ 
keting q uota cards. They get the 
cards if they hav e stay ed within 
the gov ernment established produc­ 
tion allotment. 
The farm ers hav e their choice 
of three mov es. They can sell the 
wheat on the open m arket, get a 
gov ernment loan on it, or obtain a 
purchase agreem ent on it from the 
gov ernment. 
Farm ers also can get storage fa­ 
cility loans enabling them to con­ 
struct wheat storage bins on their 
own farm s. They hav e four y ears 
to pay off these loans. 
Officials said theoretically , this 
y ear’s wheat production q uota was 
ot be 26 per cent less than last 
y ear. This was based on the farm ­ 
ers’ 1 952 and 1 953 wheat produc* 
jtion. considered “ normal” and re­ 
duced from those production fig* 
¡ures. 


Life Span Still Going Up 


The av erage American is liv ing to an age 69 compared with a life 
ex pectancy of 4 7 y ears in 1 900. 
as shown on chart below. The gain 
ov er the half century was greater for women, whose av erage length 
of life increased from 4 8 to 7 2 y ears. Life span for men increased 
from 4 6 to 66 y ears. Ov er 1 3 million Americans were 65 or ov er in 
1 953 , compared with little more than three million in 19 00, as shown 
in chart, left, below. 
Population, percentagewise, rose accordingly , 
as shown in chart, right, below.
